thirty cockatoos and pnrrakeots, 
wedge tailed eagle, a pair of 
sw ans and many other birds. 
The echidna, of which a specimen 
was sent by Dr. Coding, varies in 
length from twelve to eighteen inches. 
Its broad, depressed hotly is mounted 
on very short, strong legs, term inating 
in big, powerful claws, suited to dig­ 
ging in hard ground. 
The small head 
term inates in a nose, which is prolong­ 
ed into a slender Hiiout. 
Although the 
mouth is toothless, the palate is stud­ 
ded with recurved spines. 
The 
slender, 
extensile, 
glutinous 
tongue is well adapted for the capture of 
ants and other insects. 
Stiff, hedge- 
hog-llke spines mixed w ith long, coarse 
hairs cover the back of the animal. 
Much like a hedgehog is the anim al’s 
habit of protecting the under parts, 
■which are spineless and clothed iu silky 
brown hair, by curling itself up. 
The 
animal dwells in burrows of its own 
digging and obtains its food by exca­ 
vating in the hillocks of ants, which it 
tears open in order to devour the suc­ 
culent larvae.

Combine« Straw Turbine* With O rdi­ 
nary Reciprocating Engine. 
Iu u torpedo boat recently construct­ 
ed in England, says H arper's Weekly, 
a striking innovation has been made in 
combining steam turbines with an or­ 
dinary reciprocating engine, the object 
being to secure economy at low speeds 
and high efficiency when the maximum 
speed is demanded. 
In the vessel, 
which is of the ordinary design other­ 
wise, there are three shafts, to each 
of which one propeller is fitted. 
The reciprocating engine, which has 
indicated horsepower of 250, drives 
the center shaft at a speed of about 
450 revolutions per miuute, a rate suffi­ 
cient to obtain u speed of about ten 
knots per hour. 
The two side shafts 
are driven by the turbines, which con­ 
sume about 
1,750 
horsepower 
and 
make about 1,20ft revolutions per min­ 
ute, so th at a speed of twenty-five 
knots,per hour is obtained. 
The arrangem ent is considered to 
represent the most efficient method of 
using tlie steam turbine on a torpedo 
boat designed for high speed, hut it 
is thought to be an open question 
whether tbe superiority of the turbine 
over the usual machinery in sucli ves­ 
sels has been dem onstrated. 
F urther tests of the arrangem ent are 
expected on The trial of a new French 
torpedo boat with engines somewhat 
similar, and on comparison with those 
where turbine alone and reciprocat­ 
ing engines have been used should 
show Just w hat kind of engines are 
most useful for this im portant class 
of w ar vessel.

It's been my experience that when 
an office begins to look like a family 
tree you’ll find worms tucked away 
snug aud cheerful in most of the ap­ 
ples. 
A fellow With an office full of 
relatives is like a sow w ith a litter of 
pigs—apt to get a little thin and peak­ 
ed as the others fat up. 
A receiver 
is next of kin to a business m an's rela­ 
tives, and after they are ail nicely set­ 
tled in t he office they're not long in 
finding n job for him there too. 
I 
w ant you to get this firmly fixed in 
your mind, because, while you haven’t 
many relatives to hire, if you ever get 
to be the head of the house you'll no 
doubt m arry a few w ith your wife. 
After 
you 
have 
found 
ninety-nine 
sound reasons for hiring a man it’s 
all right to let Ids relationship to you 
lie tbe hundredth. 
It’ll be the only 
bad reason in tbe bunch. 
Some men are like oak leaves—they 
don't know when they’re dead, but still 
hang right on, and there are others who 
let go before anything has really touch­ 
ed them. 
Of course I may be in the 
first class, but you can be dead sure 
th a t I don’t propose to get into the 
second, even though I know a lot of • 
people say I’m an old hog to keep j 
right along working after I’ve made ¡ 
more money than I know how to spend j 
and more than I could spend if I knew 
how. 
They believe that money ought 
to loaf; I believe it ought to work. 
They believe th at money ought to go to 
the races and drink champagne; I be­ 
lieve th at it ought to go to the office 
and keep sober. 
1 don’t mind owning up to you, 
though, that I don't hang on because 
I’m indispensable to the business, hut 
because business is Indispensable to 
me. 
1 don’t take much stock in this 
indispensable man idea anyway. 
I’ve 
never had one working for me, and if 
I had I’d fire him, because the fellow 
who’s as sm art as th at ought to be in 
business for himself, and if he doesn't 
get a chance to start a new one he's 
naturally going to eat up yours. 
Any 
man can feel reasonably well satis­ 
fied if he’s sure th at there’s going to 
be a hole to look at when he’s pulled 
up by the roots. 
I started business in a shanty, and 
I’ve expanded it into half a mile of 
factories. I began with ten men work­ 
ing for me, aud I'll quit w ith 10,000. 
I found the American hog iu a mud 
puddle, w ithout a beauty spot on him 
except the curl in his tail, and I’m 
having him nicely packed in fancy 
cans and cases, w ith gold medals hung 
all over him. 
But after I’ve gone 
some other fellow will come along and 
add a postgraduate course in pork 
packing and make w hat I’ve done look 
like a country school ju st after the 
teacher's been licked. And I w ant you 
to be th at fellow. 
For the present I 
shall report at the office as usual, be­ 
cause I don’t know any other place 
where 1 can get ten hours’ fun a day, 
year in aud year out. 
A fter forty years of close acquaint­ 
ance w ith it i’ve found th a t work is 
kind to Its friends and harsh to its 
enemies.
